T h e heavy rain of last M onday 
night practically assures the Palm 
Springs desert district of an excellent 
flow er season. 
Earlier rains caused 
the flow er seeds to germinate; now 
multitudes of small plants cover the 
desert sands and rains o f this week 
have been sufficiently heavy to carry 
the small plant? to maturity. 
It can 
be expected there will be future rains 
which should add to the luxurious­ 
ness o f the flow er 
display. 
T his 
spring should be one of those flow ­ 
er seasons that we all talk about and 
so few persons, who have not seen 
the desert in flower, believe possible. 
So, if you have been talking about 
desert flowers to the unbelieving you 
have an excellent chance o f proving 
your statements in a few weeks.

Last Sunday I had the good 
fortune to have Dr. H arvey, a 
botanist with the Department of 
Agriculture, attend the U niver­ 
sity o f California field trip in 
Desert Natural H istory, to Tah- 
quitz Canyon. 
Dr. H arvey 
is 
located at Pomona but has 
a 
desert home in Cathedral City 
where he spends many week­ 
ends. 
H e knows desert plants 
and is a congenial person to be 
with on a field trip. 
Identifica­ 
tion of a number of desert plants 
that I have not been sure of was 
made clear by D r. H arvey. Field 
trips with a man of D r. Har* 
v e y ’s knowledge and personal­ 
ity are a real pleasure. 


W hile looking forward to the col­ 
orful flow er display of the coming 
spring w e 
must 
not forget 
that 
w hich is with us now. A t this 
time 
one must look for the plants in 
flow er but this adds zest 
to 
the 
search. 
In Tahquitz Canyon 
the 
scarlet flowers o f the wild fuchsia 
escape attention until suddenly one 
becomes aware o f a single beautiful 
blossom and then many are found. 
It is always difficult to see the first 
flow er of a species but from then 
on they are popping up on all sides. 
T h is fuchsia will be found near the 
trail where it crosses Tahquitz Creek. 
It is the same fuchsia found in many 
sections of Central and Southern 
California. 
The scarlet tubular flow ers of 
ihe 
chuparosa 
are 
found 
in 
abundance as is to be expected 
this time of year. 
H ere 
and 
there is a rabbit bush sprink­ 
led with delicate yellow 
blos­ 
soms. 
A nd if your 
eyes 
are 
sharp you will find a species of 
goldenrod. 
It 
is 
somewhat 
early for the blossoms o f 
the 
desert apricot but there are 
a 
few near the ends of 
favored 
branches. 
The buzzing of bees 
about a fragrant bush w ill call 
attention to the purple blossoms 
o f the desert lavendar. 
Crush 
one of the leaves to get the char­ 
acteristic fragrant odor. A few 
desert trumpet 
plants 
are in 
flow er but the inflorescence is 
inconspicuous and does not 
at­ 
tract attention but the swellings 
o f the stems are prominent and 
help to identify the plant. H ow ­ 
ever, there is a variety o f 
the 
desert trumpet that 
does 
not 
have inflated stems. The scienti­ 
fic name of the desert trumpet 
is Eriogonum inflatum, the in- 
fiatum referring to the swellings 
o f the stems but the scientific 
nam e of the plant not having in­ 
flated stems is 
Eriogonum 
in­ 
flatum variety deflatum; so 
to 
speak, the 
name 
inflates 
the 
plant’s 
stems 
then 
deflates 
them to bring about the variety 
name, deflatum. 


A n interesting situation exists in 
the flora of Tahquitz C anyon; the 
stream acts as a conveyance lor seeds 
from the area higher up, this bring­ 
ing into lower Tahquitz Canyon a 
number of species that do not ordin­ 
arily belong there. 
Several species 
o f salvia are found that are native 
to higher elevations; 
the 
goat-nut 
bush is found growing at a much 
low er elevation than usual. 
This is 
the case with a number 
o f 
other 
species.

Construction of the Colorado River 
üqaetiuct, which will eventually carry

the members of the W ater district, 
w as started in December. 1932. Dur­ 
ing the past four years 102 m iles of 
tunnels have been excavated. 73 miles 
of which have been lined with con­ 
crete and completed. 
In addition to the tunnels, more 
than 133 miles of canals, conduits, and 
aiphons have been concreted. 4.200.000 
cubic yards of earth have been placed 
and com pacted in the building of the 
aqueduct's term inal reservoir near 
Riverside and 150 m iles of electric 
power transm ission lines have been 
erected to carry electrical energy from 
Boulder Dam to the five M etropolitan 
Aqueduct pumping plants now under 
construction. 
December. 1932. brought to a close 
the years of prelim inary investigations 
and studies on the giant aqueduct 
project, and during that month the 
first steps were taken toward actual 
construction of the w ater supply sys­ 
tem 
Because of the desolate region 
in which the eastern portion of the 
M etropolitan Aqueduct is located, it 
was first uecessarv to build hundreds 
of aiiles of roads, w ater systems.

"T h is belief grew up because the 
first sanatoria for the care of the 
tuberculous w ere established usually 
in th e m ountains and other places far 
from cities. 
L ittle was then known 
about the treatm ent of tuberculosis 
and th e cures which were affected 
w ere credited to the clim ate and not 
a s 
th ey should have 
been, 
to the 
rest 
treatm ent and careful m edical 
supervision which was given th e pa­ 


tien ts. 
“W ith advancing knowledge, m edic­ 
a l opinion has changed.

The infestation of pine hark beetles 
in 
the 
forests 
of 
the San Jacin to 
m ountains is vastly lighter than at 
first feared, 
with only 80 infected 
trees found in an area extending from 
V ista Grande on the north to Thom as 
mountain on the south, it was an­ 
nounced 
by 
Ed 
Nelauder, 
district 
s u te ranger 
with 
headquarters at 
Riverside. 
Rangers under Mr. Nelander’s su­ 
pervision have virtually completed the 
extensive 
survey 
and 
are 
nearly 
ready for the launching of the actual 
eradication program which is to be 
carried out with the aid of CCC re­ 
cruits. 
T he state ranger was placed 
in work of the survey and control 
work 
recently 
at 
a 
meeting 
of 
representatives of th e Federal and 
S ta te Forest services and the San Ja ­ 
cinto S tate 
Mountain 
Park associa­ 
tion. 
Youth of the CCC cam ps will cut 
down 
thfc 
infested trees, strip ¡off 
and burn the bark and cut up the 
trees for cord wood. 
T he pine beetles 
w inter over in the bark of the trees, 
swarm ing to a new tree at the ad­ 
vent of spring. 
Control work is m ost 
effective at this period of the year. 
Mr. N elander said. 
No traces o f the pest have been 
found in the higher elevations of the 
San 
Jacin to 
S tate 
Mountain 
Park 
which extends back of Mt. San J a ­ 
cinto, the state ranger said. 
Charles

F leet, 
state 
ranger 
stationed at San Jacin to , and A. J. 
Bom berger. entom ologist of the Fed­ 
eral Departm ent of Agriculture, have 
worked together in the extensive sur­ 
vey through the mountains. 
Air. 
Nelander estim ates that two 
m onths will be required for the CCC 
boys to fell the trees, peel them and 
burn the bark to destroy the larvae 
and dormant beetles hiding in the 
bark. 
T he state ranger said it is a com ­ 
paratively easy 
task to hfcate u‘n- 
fected trees at this tim e of the year 
as the foliage has turned from green 
to a reddish color because of the pest. 
T he control program 
was started 
at the instance of the San Jacin to 
Mountain Cham ber of Commerce, lo­ 
cated at Idyllwild.
